IMPORTANT NAVAL ORDE 

From the Kobe “erald of 26th ult : 

On Saturday, the Officint Gazelle published 
an emergency iperial Ordinance promulpat- 
ing the “ Defensive-waters F egulation,” having 
been counlersi,ned by all the Ministers of 
State. According to the new Order, the Naval 
authorities may define the sphere of defensive 
waters'in the event of war or other emergency. 
In that case, all vessels excepting those belong- 
ing to the Army and Navy are prohibited from 
entering or navigating though defensive-waters 
from sunset to sunrise (ic, at night), No 
-vessclout-ofthe-military-and-naval service is 
allowed to enter the zone of naval ports or 
stations, located in defensive-waters, Any 
vessel authorized 10 visit , defensive-waters 
must accord w.th’ the instruciio,,s of the au. 
tborities concerned ut cach movement. The 
Captain of any vessel, or the one in charge, 
violating the above ‘provisions (constituting 
Ast. LIE, IV. and: V. of the Regulations) is 
Viable to a tern major imprisonment not ex- 
seeding one yearor a fine of not more than 

foo0. It is.a-80pravided that, in case of 
Necessity, the authorities concerned may sus-, 
pened or reitiain fishing ‘and other. practices, ; 
which abe recognized as Satrmeatel to strategy,
